very pride of yearcs, and beautified with outward 
and inward excellencies: her loue and liking ouer- 
ſwayed further conceite of ambition ; ſo thar ſhee 
lined to the great applauſe of the people, and in- 
difloluble reſpe& of the Dake, the rather, becauſe 
ſheprooued agladſome Mother of many toward.

diſprooued her a Mother at'all: For quietly tra- 
uelling in her hopes toſce them proſper like men,

and X a##ippus loued Excaſis the beater for liking 
Excelidon; till the controucific grew berwixt a 
-paſsion-oucrruling Reaſon, and true Fricodſkip 
ouermaftring Idle humors: But when ZExceliden 
-perceived no way of comfort, but by becing a 
traytor to:Zamtippus, friendſhip preuayled, andhce 
choſe rather to die, then to be found difleyall; ſo - 
that after many circumſtances of difcontemment, 
heewonld bauckilled himſelfe,had not the work- 
ing of hisſpirit compelicd the rongue-to intreat 
Death not to be. too toe-cruell; by which occa- 
fon with the fortune of oncrlooking his demes- 
nor, Xantippas was made acquainted witli the, cx- 
rourof Excekdon,.and Excelidons diftraftion ex- 
poſed both feate and trouble; yer the. admirable 
4nnatcdloueexpelled the comberſome enemies of 
His quiet. Telofic and Miſtruſt, and by way-of 
Kindneffe, hee cxpoſtulated with Znce/den the 
£auſc of his gricfc,diftemperature, and now deſpe- 
| Tate 
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_ rateattempt=: But as youſce a guiltie man diſcon- , 
folate with the iudgement of. Conſcience and ,,. 
Law conchaling bis fiall end; ſoſtoed Encelidem ,, 
hauing nothing to.a':lwere, bur amazing lookes, - 
and adcicted countenance, wherein Xantippus 
might rcad the nn{chicfc pretended; and by his. 
abasfhed vowillingn:ffe:to reueale, found (and at 
laſt.compelled himfo to confefſe) che firſt diſcoue- 
ric to-be true, 

Encelidonhad no ſooner curſed the day of his-- 
Rirth, Fortune, Loue, Heaucn, Earth,and Hell, that 
thus hadtonſpircd againſt his Fayth ;:but fayntcd- 
with remorce,and as if he would plead the defeCt » 
of Nature, not Malice, fell downe in Xentzppus 
armes,and: bade him nat ſpare to ridd the world : 
of ficha wretch.. Butheean aftravge contrartictic . 
comforted him with preuention, and that there - 
was nothing remedilefie; yea coninred him by all 
the names of life, aanhood,ſctled louczinſeperable 
comralts,and whac cl{e a ſweete oratory might in- 
ferre,torayſevp his ſpirits; and if necd were, nor . 
co-deſiſt : For although-his infamy and diſhonor -- 
mult leauca ſcandall to Xentippes in his: partialitic; - 
yet what would hee nordoc to ſave the life of Z»- 
cel;don : Cheare thy ſclfe therefore, and onely 
change the.name of Zncelzdon, and Eucaſta can 
know-no other, but:thatchou art Xartippss : For 
Xantippes onely can diſconer, who: is Encelidow. 
Becnotdiſmaydc, I priſe thee at a great-rate; and -- 
Lather then Excelidos ſhould miſcarry, —

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will be without Zxcaſia . Heere grew the conten» 
tion berweene them to ſome: ynplcaſant particur 
Jars; the enepleading for-Death, che other ſcor- 

ping cucry thing but his Friends life: Aclaſt.per- 
ſwaſion, ſoree reaſons, and xawtippms enforce 
" nent, compelled himrotake the name of Xentip- 
.. þ#s-vpon him, andfothe lone of Zucafia oucrcame 
, his feare,and broughthim to reape the Harueſt of 
.. his ſtrangedefires . Burt when Loue came to flo- 
riſhhis Colours, (Oh pardon the fortune and er- 
rour of Paſsion)howcould thoſe beautics appeare? 
How could thoſe ſweet embracements continue? 
How could that cuer burning impreſsionremaine 
-1n ſtilneſle, and hee not be thankefull to ſucceſle 
for the ſame? Yer fly Friendſhip from ſight of this 
ticaſon, For Encel;den like a man rauiſbtfell ſenſc- 
lefle inthe armes of Zucaſka, and zwcaſta confoun 
ded at Xentippas cxtalic, ftriued to helpe, and hel- 
ped whea ſheeknew how,gthough ſhee little knew- 
whom; till atlaſt (as no extremitic:can laſt)Zxce- 
. tidon recoucred ſome life, 8& with paſsionatctearcs 
ſhewcd tokens both of trembling feare, and cnra- 
ging deſire : but pittifull Eucafls wretched inthe ig- 
norance of her Xanizppss diſtemperature, accom- 
panied him with a fadder weeping , Now when 
Encelidoni aw to whar ſtraights hee had driuen his 
Barke,and that the delight of his ſoule was diſqui- 
cited with the errour, all impatient hee-diſcoucred 
hce was Excelidon,andnot Xamtippns; leauing out 
nogtcumnſtance,which cither might reueale his 
louc, 
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1oue, or publiſh rhe glory of his Friend, beſeech- 


ing hcrtolouchim nere the worſe for taking this 
courſein her louc; nos Xertippus thelefie for lo- 
wing hisfricnd; nor her ſclic tor being beloued of 
Encelidow,who had onecmade choyce of death, 
had not the louc of Eacafts perſwadcd life, and 
Xantippws commanded, that Enceliden ſhould live, 
But alas, Zucefta durſt not truſt her owne-fences; 
ſhe heard the yoyce of Kantippws, ſhe ſawthe ſhape 
of ark ſhe felt the motions of Xantippm; 
oncly he ware he was Encelidow. Some times ſhe 
feared apollicy totry her weakneſle: ſome times 
her fearc accompanied with Iclofic, that Xentippus 
miſtruſted her Conſtancic : ſome times a pretty 
kind of anger ſwate to Xantippus,thiswas too great 
ynkindneſie : ſome times ſhee cntreated him to 
dcſiſt from this cireumuention : andar laſt on her 
knees coniured him-by the ſecrets of her lou, 
to lone his Z«cefts, to bee her Xaztippus, and 
ſuffer xucofis to bee nones, but - Xen21ppus-: till 
Encelidon added the oaths -of the ſunne, and 
by other <circomftances of more particularitie 
brought her tothe right path of vaderſtanding, 
that ſhee was reſolued it, way Excelidon, This 
awhile her patience forbare to ſtomach, and 
loucto her Husband forbade to diſcoucr : But as

coite was: not-attogeather caſed, but fromaching. 
moreand more tobeſo:betrayed, thee acquainted 
her /\mother Wwgeroth-with the Hiſtory tom the | 
beginning : Awoman'ef:tharworking;ſpiritythat. 
x ithe Country had ;affoorded meancs of ſerring - 
Ambitionon worke,fhce woutdhane corned the: 
name ofa Sabict : Awamanſoimperiaus inher 
wilt, that-no-aftion was wnatrempted, nor after. 
the attempt yadetermined, which mightadd wings 
to her defires, though-ſomertimes they tended:to.

diſcoucry abread,and the renowne of the reucnge,

xifbecauſe the body was diſtempered through” 
the paine of the Head,:no other remedy-ſcrucd, 
but ro bereaue it of his capitall:member without , 
further ſearch of redrefle, : 
To this was Exca#aſooneperiwadcd, as ſup- 
poſing her honour and rcaowne: ecclipſed, yea 
broken in pieces, and fs ſuffered her loue. rore- 
eeiuve the ſame foile: beſides (as. it were inſorcered, 
with her mothers dcuilliſh Inpefturcs) ſhee was

wher after apithy intimation of her diſgraces, 8 
the wrongs offered-her-fathers hanfe (cowhich 
her mother addcd forceable reaſons} ſhes raiſed a 

ſtrong partic, and determinedto repaire by-force - 
of Armes, what her flender policic(as ſhe tearmed 
1) hadalmoſt ruiacd: fo that Xantipproas com: 
pcllcd to ſtand on hisgaurd, and. (velren he percei- 
wed, how hewhichoaly lyethtar defence helperh 
himſelfe but alittle withdefence} after to-make an 
offenſe war. To this Emefdvn,and the houle of 
Soltimess was auxiliary; and the two friends gloris 
cd io their conftancic, and cared notwho-ſtoma- 
 ked he fucceſle: af their buliacile : till at laſt the 
many {laughters and: diſtraQtions of the Prouin= 
ccs pleaded for redreſſc;and king Ja/by wascom- 
pelledinperion to come into: Comgens, tolimit

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Concerning the Monument it {c}fc, Fame con- 
firmedit a Temple ynmatchable; and Time ec- 
ſigncd itthe Pallace of ole, allowed both for 
an honorable dwelling, and a conſecrated SanQu- 
arte :the ſubftaunce whereof it was compounded, 
made ſhew of a coſtly Marble, and the forme it 
retayned, ſcemed a ſpatious Goodlinefle, flaying 
the eyes of the beholders with yarictie of obict3 
wherein the Workemen had fo played their 
pattes,asif indecd they had determined to make. 
theirmemories immortall . For wAgamedes and 
Trophonins the fippoſed Artrificers, are for this 
cauſc,made famous : It was well Leadcd on the 
top, ſtrongly bard with Iron, vnuſually windo- 
wed with Iaſpar, mightily vaderpropt with Pil- 
lars,fubſtancially roofed with Cedac ,ſurely lockt 
te kceepe their Treaſure, and cunningly encloſed 
for obſcuring their Seerets : the infide allowing 
more daintinefle,then the outſide goedlineſſe;and 
beth'ynited to be a ſcence-raviſhing Miracle: and 
the trouble to orhers-aroſe from conceite, rather 
how itwas fioiſhcd, then 1n the labour to-them, 
which concluded it.

could of preucation, which concluded to winne 
time, the father of contracrics, and by ſecret _ 
topreucnt the preſent fury : reaſonning thus,cither 
their owne affayres would deuide them to their 
houſes, orithe charge in maintaining the Army 
would protec to comberfome,or the Queene hau- 
ing ſtrongly fortefied her ſelfe in Be/cenis, would 
raiſc and encreaſe her power, or the neighbour a- 
mity of Media wouw'd- ſufficiently recnforce his 
Army : this his eldeſt ſonne <Anzitemus much 
vrged, becauſe _Uriabenus the Median King 
was many wayes tycd in honour ynto him, and to 
this did they all condifſcend, making that night 
aſuddcnalarumand witha gallant ſally quickcly 
winning the Hauca with the Ships —

ſed the feare, the feare a confuſion, & a confuſion a 
moſt lamentable flaughter, which the King not 
regarded (as ſuppoſing Tuſtice had taken his cauſe 
in hand) but thanking Fortune for the opportn- 
nitic,lefe them amazed at the accident, and ſetled 
himſelfeto the diſpatch ofhis journey, 

By this time ſome better aduiſed, then the reſt, 
gathered togeather the diſpearſed Forces : bur 
whenthelight of their Vndctftanding had voited 
it ſelfe to the light of the Morning, and chat 
they ſaw ſo pittious aſpeQacle, andknew the King 
was eſcaped, then followed another alteration: 
For the yoſctled multicudenere diſputirg on the 
firſt cauſe, condemned the preſent miſchiefe, and 
begantoenueigh againft the inchantment of that 
exorciſt Geffarius, which had ſo ſeduced them:

fell out, he might ioyne with 0/mzus, and ſo make 
the lame VV ater that.draue the Mill, to drowne 
the Mill by his comming, caufing the Brothers 
ſo to weaken on another, that at laſt he might 
be warranted to depreſle the ſtrongeſt party : 
This aduiſed him to furnifh his Nauy, and hearing 
the voyce of the Vindes ſound comfort vato 
him,made vie ofthe time, 8 ſet forward with ſpeed, 
yncill hecncountred Artabazes Sailing into Me- 
dia, and thought Fortune very liberall in beſtow-

of Cleonidas had proceeded from the Trumpet of 
death) for a {ſudden ſttineſle (far be itfrom any 
man to call irafeare) made fuch a Metamorphoſcs, 
that when there ſeemed greateſt need of an embol- 
ding courage,thentegan a mifdoubrt of death wars 
ranting fortow, which departed not, till a ſtrong 
party of ſ1ghes and teares difproportioned his mag- 
Patmitic ; at laſt he remembred himſclfe, and 
icing his ſonne CAnzitemas, as it were ouerlook- 
ing him, caught hold of 1is Arme,and thus ſpake: 
« O che ſtrength of my life? O my CAnzitemns ? 
: Be not diſmayde at this exrafie, nor impure the

And as when two mnghtic Rammes cn- 
raged with the ſmart of well inforced ſtroakes 
quickly part themſelues, and to the vnexperien- 
ced make a Cowardly retreat, butindeed to meete 
againe with ſorer fury: fo ated Cleontidas his 
part, for what with animating of ſome, terre- 
ficing ofothers, and his owne cxample he ſet for- 


tabaFes was with foure greater : Now who had 
ſeene the pecrcleſſe King for his wertthyneſſe 
could not, but haue thought yalure rightly be- 
ſtowed, ſuch was the ſlaughter he made, ſuch 
was the confuſion, which followed: The ſhipe full 
of dead Carkaſes, full of dying men, full of woun- 
ded fighters, himſelfe beſtowing no blow, but 
likea Meſſenger of Reuenge aud ouerprefſed with 
numberlike a Miniſter of rage, as for the reſt, the 
valiant in their deaths outfaced death, the coward 
faw his ſhame rewarded cither with miſerable 
faughter, or ſlauiſh Captiuitic : the Ships were 
ſuncke and diſmembred,and An7itemns began to 
be ouermaltred fighting with Cl/eonidas, which 
when Artabazes perceiued, his impaticnce was fo 

great, that Terror it felfe might haue beene dif

cloſe, not idle from imploying his Sword to the 
beſt purpoſe, inſormuch you would haue ſworne 
the Beaſt had been taughtto fight : For. with by-

- reſiltance, hee bare Anzitemns Horſe and Man to 
- the ground; wherein-hee -had made his Maſter 
great,'yea ou great recorapence, if Medormus 
preſuming to defeat him further, had not .oucr- 
haſtely followcd,and by ſome misfortune accom- 
panied him in the diſgrace-: which _L:xitemns 
tooke in good 'part, and with, a new chearcful.

(leaſt farre oft they might prooue dangerous Ene« 
mies) necrelt her ſeate, and forbearing a time te. 
viuall impoſicions of che Kingdome, her fermcr 
errour was forgotten, and they were contented 
to-admit of her Sonre 4ſcraſapes for Kingz who. 
by this time was able to conceiue of matters of 
goucrament;z and ſceing the miſerics which the _ 
Warres had in amanner deuaſtcd all the Kiog- 
domewith, pollitickly matched with cI#treathe 
Daughter of Taxtraxes laine by his Vnckle,. ho- 
ping by vaiting both the Families rogeather, ro 
leaue no faruple nor doubt tor his ſuccelsion. - [9 
his time many troubles were appeaſed ; bur what 
he purpoſed the ſtrength of his ftate,was bis owe 
oueithrow,like a mandetermining to ſpit poyſun ® 
ou: of his mouth, but doing it.againſt che winde, ** 
itflycth backs againe in his face, and inucnometh ® 
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as ill: Which came to paſſe by having a Sonne, 
this Aftiages pow reigning, which. his Mother 
cHitrea brought vp very carcfully, as looking 
on him with reuengefull and ambirious eyes to 
maintaine her ow ne greatnefle, and by his mcanes 
to bring to good end, what ſhce had long 'fince 
demſed. Firſt then, the remembrance of her Fa- 
ther helped forward her hate againſt Dawafloris; 
and that caded not without cftcQs, and they pros» 
cured {ſcraſapes rodepoſe her trom her regen- 
cic, by ſuggetting a conference bappening be- 
eweene the Mother and Sonne, wherein ſhee dared 
to tel] him, hee muſt reſpe& heras principall cauſe 
of his Honour,and that hee was tycd in a kind of 
duty toward her, for aduancing him in this ſort, 
Litlenceded the Spurretoa forward Horſc little 
needed eMitrea to vrge this againſt her, becauſc 
hee cooke ic in ill part, and the Sonve of fuch a wo- 
man had malice enough in ſtoregwhich according 
tothe Queenes owne defire, madehis Will ſtand 
'fora Law againft both his Mother and her parta- 
kers. The ſecond attempt was againſt the King 
hirvſelfe; for finding ber hcart ro ſtomacke ſhee

But when Anzitemms had time to oueriooke, and 
know it was Mengrelius,vakinderemembrance con- 
foundedhim with ſorrow at the accident, and curſed 
the hand, that yet pleaded ignorance in the deed 5re- 
mayning confounded, yntili the rumour and enter-: 
courſe of people brought Trezoborothither : at laſt 
came Caliſthenes, Orchanes, Hardnbax : atlaſt came 
the reſt; all more troubled with griefe, then proud of 
their owac quictneſle : ſorhat the Viftorie repreſen- 
red yaricty of Diſcomfort, rather then folemnity ofa 
Triumph: For what with recording thoſe many-Ver- 
rues aboundiog in him, whereof cucry one had boune 
titully participated;and the preſent ſpeQacle ſo full of 
remorſeghcy ſorrowed beyond meaſare,and T rezo- 
borowas compelled to make his entrance into the Em-- 
pire with incongruent: demeanour, & had celebrated 
(ifthe Stare would haue permitted it)with onefolem-- 
nity his fathers Excquies, and his owne Coronation, 
By this timezwas the Oracle publiſhed abrod, & wiſc- 
dome interdifted att viimealurable diſcomfort in > 
mattcr remediles, & appoynted incuitabie:{o tomake 
anew account with delight, Anzitemus was impor- 
tuzedtoſend for Brizaca, leaſt ſhe were altogeathet* " 
Z2, deprined 
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depriued of that benefite, (which Children receiue 
from theknowledge of their Parents.) This asked a 
litle time of deliberation : but the importunitics-of 
the Empreſſes preuailed; ſo the chargeof the lorney 
was committed ro Phil:ranus Prince of Czlicia : As 
for the Army,he deuided that intorwo parts,ſending 
the one by land vnder the. command ot Kazopletus, 
the other by Sea with Peloras ſonne of Pelorus, Arta- 
bazes Admirall: both to remaine yndiſlolued, till hee 
him ſelfe returned ; in the meane while, his Mother 
Euphamia to teſt Regent by anew Commilsion, 
Theſe matters had the cffcR of diligence and loy- 
alty,8 Philtranus came fortunately in to Armenza, 8& 
ioformedthe Ducene of all occurrents, with the plan- 
fible diceRions for her progrefle to Trebizond, Heere 
the intermixtion of contraries, kepther from the full 
entertainement of joy ; ſo that her Fathers Cateſtro- 
phe extinguiſhed the delight ofher Brothers aduance- 
ment: tO which an other home miſchiefe was added, - 
the returnecf Llconides, who preſuming on the ab- 
ſeace of Anzitemus, and the Nauie ynder Pelorus,cn- 
tred the Confines of Armenia,and attempted a ridi- 
culous Innovation. Bur before we certifie this Ad- 
ueature,let vs ſee, how Fortune overlooked him in 
the danger after the Sea-fight with AUnzitemus.

flames of Deſpight,and in this manner proceeded, 
Cerraine fumwes of Mony disburſed for 4fiages, 
_ hedemaundedofthe Queene Roxana: which awbile 
© bred {cruple and doubt, by reaſon of their Articks 
with Anziremus and Artabenuss yet after alittle de- 
batiog, they were repayed with a plenary cancelling 
of alt accounts: For being, a matter chancing before 
this new Contra, and in ber Fathers behalfe, ſhee 
thought it diſhonorable to trifle himout with deui- 
ſes orexcules . Many of his Souldiers feticd in their 
Townes, whichthe haſt of his buſices permitted nor 
to carry with him,he requeſted againe: This was left 
to their owne defires, becauſe in this ſpace maried, 
and brought vp amongſt them, they would not 
ſceme to baniſhthem by compulſion: Sothe moſt of 
,themlouing Spoyles better then Pay, haſtedio.Clcs- 
#idas, WW ith this Mony aud this Supply, be depar- 
ed tohis owae 1/44, and gathering bis Friends and 
Confederats togeather, with fourty ſayle of well ap- 
. pointed Ships, ard fifric Hulks for the tranſportation 
-of his Army, he tooke the aduantage of the Kings 
abſence in the T reb:;Fondian Warres, and made fpecd 
for Armenia,landing his Forces at ſuch time, as K«- 
zoplerus and Pelorus were returned from Adnzitemns; 
and Philtrenus came with direQtions to attende the 
Queene Br/acato her Morher . But this they were 
ignorant of,and diuers yoſetled Humors, as idle pct.

and Pelorws by Sea,had fo hemnd him in,that though 
itprooucd a-gallane and tedious Skirmiſh, full efob- 
{cruation and example; yer bis Flecte was ſuncke and 
difsipated, his Companies quite defeated, and him- 
ſeife taken prifoner,and ſent to Sagarena, where Bri- 
Jace-kept herCourrt 3 but ſhee vnwilling to procced: 
againſt him without direftions from _1nFitemms,by 
the counſaile of Exphamia,commitrted him to Ward- 
in the fame place,where his Father had once beſiedg- 
cd the beauttous eHtaxats.

Reſolution, hee neither ſeemed much diſmayed, or 
abated: For tocomplaine of Godes, or Mcn, of For- 
ruve,or the VV orld, hethoughtir a property of ſuch, 
ac defiredtoliue, Againe,to craue pardone;ſue to 
Frizads,and make baſc Submifsion, hee iniputed to 
fuch as feared to diczſo that Death appeared now like 
a wclcometricnd, if the reproch migtit be taken a- 
way,which madeſuch an impreſsion, that he prote-
